were made. The court would have 
to have considered the arguments 
and written out an opinion.

Hauptmann's Secret 
Diary May Reveal 
Damaging Entries

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Cryptic 


markings in a secret diary, cleverly 
interlaced with a coldly methodical 
recital of Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann's day-by-day financial trans- 
actions, today carried police close 
to the climax of their extortlon-kid- 
naping-murder 
case against 
the 


Bronx carpenter. 


The diary, only recently discovered 


among 
closely 


Hauptmann's effects, was 
guarded at the. Bronx dis- 


trict attorney's office. Its notations, 
covering not only the money which 
passed through the prisoner's hands 
since 1930 but also hints of his per- 
sonal life, were regarded as of the 
utmost importance. 


To Keep Contents Secret. 


So important, in fact, that au- 


thorities refused to reveal the nature 
of the entries made with such Teu- 
tonic thoroughness both before and 
after the Charles Augustus Lind- 
bergh, Jr., was snatched from his 
crib and murdered on March 1, 1932. 


Not until Hauptmann is brought 


to trial will the contents of the diary 
be divulged publicly, according to 
Colonel H. Norman Schwarzkopf, 


[head of the New Jersey state police, 
and there was a suggestion that 
should the man be tried first in the 
Bronx for extortion, the document 
will be withheld for the more im- 
portant charges in New Jersey. 
That Hauptmann may have writ- 


ten his own conviction in the Lind- 
bergh case was Indicated with the 
nc-.v revelation and accompanying 
developments. Experts .have declar- 
ed that he alone'wrote the ransom 
notes. And from his mother's home 
In Germany came information today 
of the discovery of "important ma- 
terial" bearing on Hauptmann's life. 


Continue Probe. 


In New York, investigators .were 


to continue their Questioning of Hans 
Kloppenberg, one of Hauptmann's 
closest friends. While Kloppenberg 
insists in his belief that the suspect 
was "too fine a man" to be involved 
in the kidnaping an* murder, he 
gave sidelights on the prisoner's life 
which sent detectives scurrying thru 
the city to round up new witnesses.

Hauptmann's Secret 
Diary May Reveal 
Damaging Entries

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Cryptic 


markings in a secret diary, cleverly 
interlaced with a coldly methodical 
recital of Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann's day-by-day financial trans- 
actions, today carried police close 
to the climax of their extortlon-ldd- 
naping-murder case against the 
Bronx carpenter. 


The diary, only recently discovered 


amon'e Hauptmann's 
effects, was 


closely guarded at the Bronx dis- 
trict attorney's ofitice. Its notations, 
covering not only the money which 
passed through the prisoner's hands 
since 1930 but also hints of his per- 
sonal life, were regarded as of the 
utmost importance. 


To Keep Contents Secret. 


So important, in fact, that au- 


thorities refused to reveal the nature 
of the entries made with such Teu- 
tonic thoroughness both before and 
after the Charles Augustus Lind- 
bergh, Jr., was snatched from his 
crib and murdered on March 1, 1932. 


Not until Hauptmann is brought 


to trial will the contents of the diary 
be divulged publicly, according to 
Colonel H. Norman Schwarzkopf, 


head of the New Jersey state police, 
and there w'as a suggestion that 
should the man be tried first in the 
Bronx for extortion, the document 
will be withheld for the more im- 
portant charges in New Jersey. 
That Hauptmann may have writ- 


ten his own conviction In the Lind- 
bergh case was indicated with the 
ncT/ revelation and accompanying 
developments. Experts .have declar- 
ed that he alone! wrote the ransom 
notes. And from his mother's home 
In Germany came information today 
of the discovery of '-'important ma- 
terial" bearing on Hauptmann's life.

Bowen, ex-convict, under question- 
ing In Chicago in connection with 
the Lindbergh kidnapping case, was 
at liberty at the time the crime was 
committed, so far as department of 
justice records show. 


According to these records, Bowen 


was convicted and 
sentenced 
to 
Leavenworth Federal prison 
from 


ProctorviUe, O., for violation of the 
Dyer (motor theft) Act. He entered 
Leavenworth on April 17, 1933, the 
records show, or little more than a 
year after the Lindbergh child was 
kidnapped. 


18 Month Sentence 


His sentence was 18 months. The 


records show that Bowen was re- 
leased on conditional parole exactly 
one year later, or April 17, 1934, 
and that he was discharged from 
this parole on July 16, last. Bowen's 
age was given as 24 at the time of 
his conviction. 


Previous to his Leavenworth sen- 


tence, the department of justice rec- 
ords show that Bowen served a short 
term in the reformatory at Mans- 
field, O., but the crime and length 
of sentence are not known here. 


Departmental records also show 


the conviction of a John Bowman, 
who was sent up from the Northern 
District of California for violation 
of the Harrison Narcotic Act. His 
age was given as 51. Bowman was 
discharged from the prison on July 
17, 1933. 
The. records do not give 
the date of his .conviction.

scorches his hide on some blistering bathing beach, and winds up more 
weary than when he started. 


But October is no month for hustling. It is time for leisure and

The ghosts of all the long-dead Indians are abroad in October. 


The smoke from their phantom campfires fills the countryside with a 
thin blue haze, and the dry leaves rustle mysteriously in quiet wood- 
lands and level cornfields, as if the unseen were following the old trails 
again. 


Now the noble red man was notoriously lazy. When a scalping 


party was afoot he got energetic, to be sure; but the bulk of his time 
was spent In the pursuit of ease.

October is the antidote. Its countrysides contain a dreaming peace 


that we need more than we need anything else. It would be a. great 
month for a vacation—a vacation in which a man could cut loose from 
the iron standards of a machine age and get back to a realization of the 
simple, all-pervading beauty and serenity that are his rightful heritage. 


NEARING THE LIMIT 


New York City, hi trying to meet steadily mounting expense de- 


mands, seems to have reached the point where it is impossible to find 
anything new to tax.

But its revenue hunters, with a resourcefulness common to legisla- 


tors when wanting more money to spend, found in this situation only a 
short-lived puzzle. If there were nothing new to the tax, they reasoned, 
the logical thing to do was to tax something anew.

one to the state—was a matter of only minor importance to the revenue 
hunters. The latter apparently thought there still would be a little left, 
and the city would be justified in talcing its share of this. 


The situation is of interest far outside of the bounds of New York 


city. There is something in it for every person in the nation to study. 
It represents a condition or a trend that is common to virtually all gov- 
ernmental units. It is becoming increasingly 
difficult 
to find new 


sources of public revenue. Everything is taxed, some things several times. 
But public expenditures continue to mount with almost a reckless dis- 
regard by edmlrustratlve officials of the taxpayers' Interests. 


It may become Impossible to find new things to tax but higher rates 


w new levies on things already taxed by another governmental unit will 
offer a way out for the budget makers. 


There Is a warning and a challenge in New York's latest tax move. 


But the people who foot the bills of government—federal, state and local 
—will continue to swallow whole the promises of candidates to "cut 
taxes," only to see a constant increase in public expenditures. 


CONGRESS' OLD-TIMERS 


While none of the members of the present Congress has broken 


any service records, several have an unusual number of years in the na- 
tional lawmaWng body to their credit. A good many old-timers have 
been eliminated by death or defeat at the polls during the past two years. 


Of the present membership Representative Ashton C. Shallen- 


berger of Nebraska first went to Congress earlier than any other mem- 
ber of either house, having taken office in 1901. His service had not been 
continuous, however, and totals only 16 years. 


Senator Morris Sbeppard of Texas has been in Congress continu- 


ously longer than any other member, since 1902. He was in the House 
until 1913, since which time he has been in the Senate. 


Senator William E. Borah of Idaho has had the longest continu- 


ous tenure in the Senate, having served since 1907. 


Representative Adolph J. Sabath of Illinois became dean of the 


House upon the recent death of 'Speaker Rainey. 
Sabath has served 


continuously since 1907. 


Before becoming Vice President in 1933, John N. Garner of Texas 


had served 15 consecutive terms in the House, of which he became a 
member in 1903.

The World War Day-by-Day— 
Sept. 29, 1914—The entrenched camp 
of Antwerp was supposed to b» the 
most powerful fortress hi the world. 
The Belgian people believed it was, 
and it was a matter of national 
pride. The powers of Europe had 
pledged the neutrality of Belgium, 
jut this never had been as reassur- 
ing as the statements which the 
ministry permitted to be published 
concerning the defenses of /-'warp. 


Before 1906, there were 1,000 guns, 


placed in a line of detached forts 
located approximately three miles 
from the city. These forts, about 
2,200 yards apart, were big batteries 
ttiat embodied the lessons of the 
seiges of Sebastopol and Paris. The 
geographical location of the 
city 


itself was strategic for defense. 
In 1906, it was perfectly plain that 


the Juggernaut of war was going to 
roll across Europe again, and Bel- 
gian military men had an uncom- 
fortable premonition that Belgium 
would be in its path. The I--^Iative 
chambers were induced to adopt 
measures for a new defense scheme 
for Antwerp, the country's most 
vital city. 


The line of forts was to be moved 


11 miles from the city, to take into 
account the range of the newer ar- 
tillery. The inner line of forts was 
to be rebuilt and strengthened. Ad- 
ditional defenses were to be con- 
structed along the lower Scheldt, in- 
cluding several coast batteries to 
sweep the reaches of the river up to 
the Dutch frontier. 


Consequently, the sense of se- 


curity enjoyed by the people of Ant- 
werp, even after Lelge and Louvain 
had fallen, was natural. 
However, 


the exodus which began as the bom- 
bardment started on the 28th would 
have 
started 
weeks 
earlier 
if 


BruxeJlios had realized only a part 
of the facts German spies had as- 
certained about these defenses. 


When the war began, not one of 


the forts started in 1906 was finish- 
ed! Many had been provided with 
old guns. The newest guns were 
for the most part improperly or in- 
completely installed. No equipment 
for observation of fire and no ob- 
servation 
posts existed, and the 


necessary survey work for firing by 
the men was incomplete. 
There 


were only 10 airplanes and one bal- 
loon available for observation when 
the seige began. The supply of am- 
munition was small. Some of the 
guns had only 800 rounds, most 
mily J25 rounds. Owing to the an- 
tiquated design of the guns, French 
and British shells would not 
fit 
them. 


The reasons for all these were 


politics and economy. The advice of 
generals was as little esteemed and 
regarded in the Belgian parliament 
before the war as it is In the United 
States Congress today, 


All the odds were 
against 
the 


heroic defenders of Antwerp as the 
seige began.

DIOGENES 
I like to think of that old cynic 
philosopher Diogenes, who lived so 
long ago that his life seems like the 
gleam of a distant star. He lived 
as I remember, as least four cen­ 
turies before Christ and many tales 
are told of him. 
He was exactly a friendly sort 
and I have an idea that I wouldn’t 
have enjoyed his company greatly.. 
But he was a rare chaarcter and 
thinking of him is something of a 
to n ic....It is said that he traveled 
around even in the daytime with 
a lighted lantern in his hand and 
when he was asked why he did so 
he’d reply that he was looking for 
an honest man—implying that he 
did not really expect to find one... 
His clothing was course, his iooa 
was plain, his bed was the open 
street or a porchway or even a huge 
jar (not a tub) as many suppose) 
and he maintained his freedom by 
desiring few material comforts. 
Old Diogenes exuded contempt for 
ordinary men. He’d laugh at a man 
of letters who sighed over the suf­ 
ferings of Odysseus and passed over 
the sufferings of the living man at 
his side.

I like to think of that old cynic 


philosopher Diogenes, who lived so 
long ago that his life seems like the 
gleam of a distant star. He lived 
as I remember, as least four cen- 
turies before Christ and many tales 
are told of him. 
He was exactly a friendly sort 


and I have an idea that I wouldn't 
have enjoyed his company greatly.. 
But he was a rare chaarcter and 
thinking of him is something of a 
tonic 
It is said that he traveled 


around even in the daytime with 
a lighted lantern in his hand and 
when he was asked why he did so 
he'd reply that he was looking for 
an honest man—implying that he 
did not really expect to find one.. 
His clothing was course, his fooc 
was plain, his bed was the 
open 


street or a porchway or even a huge 
•ar (not a tub) as many suppose) 
and he maintained his freedom by 
desiring few material comforts. 


Old Diogenes exuded contempt for 


ordinary men. He'd laugh at a man 
of letters who. sighed over the suf- 
lerings of Odysseus and passed over 
;he sufferings of the living man at 
iis side. He sneered at musicians 
who made sweet harmonies on the 
strings of lyres, but whose own lives 
were discordant. He upbraided 
the

Of the present membership Representative Ashton C. Shallen- 


berger of Nebraska first went to Congress earlier than any other mem- 
ber of either house, having taken office in 1901. His service had not been 
continuous, however, and totals only 16 years. 


Senator Morris Sheppard of Texas has been In Congress continu- 


ously longer than any other member, since 1902. He was in the House 
until 1913, since which time he has been in the Senate. 


Senator William E. Borah of Idaho has had the longest continu- 


ous tenure in the Senate, having served since 1907. 


Representative Adolph J. Sabath of Illinois became dean of the 


House upon the recent death of 'Speaker Rainey. Sabath has served 
continuously since 1907. 


Before becoming Vice President in 1933, John N. Garner of Texas 


had served 15 consecutive terms in the House, of which he became a 
member in 1903.

COW TESTING ASSOCIATION 


REPORT 


W. Dale McCurley, tester for the 


Lawrence County Cow Testing As- 
sociation reports that the 14th con- 
secutive year of work for that asso- 
ciation was completed September 1. 


There were 219 cows on test dur- 


ing all or a part of the year, and 108 
additional cows not included in this 
report were tested in bimonthly test 
work. Eighteen cows -were disposed 
of during the year because of low 
production. 
The average produc- 


tion per cow was 6,179 pound 
of 


milk and 302.5 pounds ol butterfat. 


Seventy-seven cows In the asso- 


ciation made an average production 
of more than 300 pounds of butter- 
fat per cow. The value of the pro- 
duction per cow was $133.66. 
The 


feed cost was $61.06 per cow, which 
makes the feed cost per hundred 
pounds 99c. The feed cost, however, 
in most cases Is only 40 to 50% of 
the total cost of producing milk. 


The pure bred Jersey herd of 


Lauren Thbmpson of New Wilming- 
ton had the highest butterfat aver- 
age, with 431.4 pounds per cow from 
7.9S8 pounds of milk. Other herds 
above the 300-pound average were 
those of R. W. Hartenbach, Mon- 
aca, Pa.; J. W. Martin, Bessemer, 
Pa.; J. W. Bronson, New Galilee, 
Pa., and Arnold Bros, of Beaver 
Falls, Pa. 


LATE CUT TIMOTHY CAN BE 


THRESHED FOR SEED 


With timothy seed retailing for 


25 cents a pound and an acute 
shortage in prospect by the time 
of spring seeding, a mow of late- 
cut timothy hay may be very prof- 
itable threshed for seeding purposes. 
Late-cut timothy hay has a very 
poor feeding value and would not 
lose a great deal of its value by 
having the seed threshed out. 


Yields of timothy seed average 


about five bushels an acre. If the 
hay was cut several weeks after the 
bloom stage, the seed should be 
plump enough to be very satisfac- 
tory. 
The only special equipment 


required are timothy seed screens 
for the threshing machine. Thresh- 
ing the. hay from the mow Is, of

course, slower than threshing tim- 
othy in the sheef, but it is entirely 
practicable. 


Only timothy crops which are 


comparatively free from weeds and 
grasses other than timothy should 
be threshed, although most other 
seeds are easily screened and blown 
from timothy seed with proper seed 
c l e a n i n g machinery. 
Wholesale 


seed houses are equipped to reclean 
timothy seed. 


On account of the high price and 


scarcity 
of timothy 
seed, many 


farmers are thinking of eliminating 
it or are looking for a substitute. 
Although the amount of seed sown 
per acre may, if necessary, be re- 
duced to as little as two quarts, it 
would be unwise under average 
farm conditions to cut out such a 
reliable grass crop unless clover or 
alfalfa 
is 
absolutely 
dependable. 


There seems to be no satisfactory 
substitute for timothy. Red top has 
been suggested, but red top hay is 
light and of poor quality, and when 
poorly plowed under may be a se- 
rious weed in a wet season. 


BARLEY SATISFACTORY IN 


RATION OF POULTRY . 


In recent years some Lawrence 


county farmers have been growing 
barley. This grain can make up as 
much as one-quarter to one-third 
of the scratch grain ration.. When 
barley Is used oats should be omit- 
ted from the scratch mixture. 


Some poultrymen are of the opin- 


ion that barley aids in the produc- 
tion of a high percentage of firm 
white in eggs. It Is true that eggs 
shipped from at least one of the 
heavy barley feeding areas arrive in 
the large markets in fine condition. 
Doubtless, in addition to the birds 
being fed barley, the eggs are given 
the best of care from the time they 
are laid until they are marketed. 


As a rule chickens do not eat 


large quantities of barley when it 
is first fed. This grain should be 
added to the scratch ration while 
the birds are still on range. 


BACTERIA MAKE BREAD ROPY 


IN SUMMERTIME 


One of the rather common defects 


of bread that troubles the home- 
maker in the summer is "ropiness". 
This defect Is caused by bacteria 
which are able to survive the bak- 
ing temperature and develop rapid- 
ly In the bread crumb one to three 
days after the bread Is baked. 


This development is easily recog- 


nized by the dark sticky crumb pro- 
duced in the bread and also by its 
offensive odor. The name "rope" is 
derived from the-characteristic tiny 
silk-like strands produced when one 
pulls the Infected crumb apart, ex- 
plains Dr. H. O. Triebold of the de- 
partment of agricultural and bio- 
logical chemistry at the Pennsyl- 
vania State College. 
...Fortunately, rope, bacteria are 
harmless when, eaten, so that in- 
fected bread may be eaten if the 
bacteria have not developed to the 
point where they affect the palata- 
bility of the bread. It also is for- 
tunate that this bread defect can 
be cured with little difficulty, says 
Doctor Triebold. 


Since rope bacteria do not grow 


under acid conditions, an easy way 
to prevent their development in 
bread is to add vinegar to the bread 
mix. The amount of vinegar neces- 
sary to eliminate the trouble de- 
pends upon the degree of infection. 
A heavy infection may require as 
much as two teaspoonfuls of vinegar 
for each pound of floor used in the 
mix, while for a light infection half 
this amount of vinegar will be suf- 
ficient. 
The amount of vinegar 


added should not affect the taste of 
the bread. 


It also is advisable to use hot vin- 


egar for cleajiing ail utensils used in 
baking in order to eliminate them 
as a source of infection, according to 
Dr. Trjebold. Baking the bread a 
little more than usual also helps 
as the bacteria thrive under only 
'moist, warm conditions. 
This is 


why the trouble occurs onJy in the 
summertime.

COW TESTING ASSOCIATION 
REPORT 
W. Dale McCurley, tester for the 
Lawrence County Cow Testing As­ 
sociation reports th at the 14th con­ 
secutive year of work for th a t asso­ 
ciation was completed Septem ber 1. 
There were 219 cows on test d u r­ 
ing all or a part of the year, and 108 
additional cows not included in this 
report were tested in bimonthly test 
work. 
Eighteen cows were disposed 
of during the year because of low 
production. 
The average produc­ 
tion per cow was 6,179 pound 
of 
milk and 302.5 pounds of butterfat. 
Seventy-seven cows in the asso­ 
ciation m ade an average production 
of more th an 300 pounds of butter- 
fat per cow. The value of the pro­ 
duction per cow was $133.66. 
The 
feed cost was $61.06 per cow, which 
makes the feed cost per hundred 
pounds 99c. The feed cost, however, 
in most cases is only 40 to 50% of 
the total cost of producing milk. 
The purs bred Jersey herd of 
Lauren Thompson of New W ilming­ 
ton had the highest butterfat aver­ 
age, with 431.4 pounds per cow from 
7,998 pounds of milk.

LATE CUT TIMOTHY CAN BE 
THRESHED FOR SEED 
W ith tim othy seed retailing for 
25 cents a pound and an acute 
shortage in prospect by the tim e 
of spring seeding, a mow of late- 
cut tim othy hay may be very prof­ 
itable threshed for seeding purposes. 
L ate-cut tim othy hay has a very 
poor feeding value and would not 
lose a great deal of its value by 
having the seed threshed out. 
Yields of tim othy seed average 
about five bushels an acre. 
If the 
hay was cut several weeks after the 
bloom stage, the seed should be 
plum p enough to be very satisfac­ 
tory. 
The only special equipm ent 
required are tim othy seed screens 
for the threshing m achine. T hresh­ 
ing the hay from the mow is, of 


BARLEY SATISFACTORY IN 
RATION OF POULTRY 
In recent years some Lawrence 
county farm ers have been growing 
barley. This grain can m ake up as 
m uch as one-quarter to one-third 
of the scratch grain ration. 
W hen 
barley is used oats should be om it­ 
ted from the scratch m ixture. 
Some poultrym en are of the opin­ 
ion th a t barley aids in the produc­ 
tion of a high percentage of firm 
white in eggs. 
It is true th a t eggs 
shipped from at least one of the 
heavy barley feeding areas arrive in 
the large m arkets in fine condition. 
Doubtless, in addition to the birds 
being fed barley, the eggs are given 
the best of care from the tim e they 
are laid until they are m arketed. 
As a rule chickens do not eat 
large quantities of barley when it 
is first fed. 
This grain should be 
added to the scratch ration while 
the birds are still on range.

BACTERIA MAKE BREAD ROPY 
IN SUMMERTIME 
One of the rath er common defects 
of bread th a t troubles the hom e­ 
m aker in the sum m er is “ropiness”. 
This defect is caused by bacteria 
which are able to survive the bak­ 
ing tem perature and develop rapid­ 
ly in the bread crum b one to three 
days after the bread is baked. 
This development is easily recog­ 
nized by the dark sticky crum b pro­ 
duced in the bread and also by its 
offensive odor. The nam e “rope” is 
derived from the characW istic tiny 
silk-like strands produced when one 
pulls th e infected crum b apart, ex­ 
plains Dr. H. O. Triebold of the de­ 
partm ent of agricultural and bio­ 
logical chem istry a t the Pennsyl­ 
vania State College. 
Fortunately, 
rope 
bacteria 
are 
harm less when eaten, so th a t in ­ 
fected bread m ay be eaten if the 
bacteria have not developed to the 
point where they affect the p a y a ­ 
bility of the bread. 
It also is for­ 
tu nate th at this bread defect can 
be cured with little difficulty, says 
Doctor Triebold. 
Since rope bacteria do not grow 
under acid conditions, an easy way 
to prevent their development in 
bread is to add vinegar to the bread 
mix. The am ount of vinegar neces­ 
sary to elim inate the trouble de­ 
pends upon the degree of infection. 
A heavy infection m ay require as 
m uch as two teaspoonfuls of vinegar 
for each pound of floor used in the 
mix, while for a light infection half 
this am ount of vinegar will be suf­ 
ficient. 
The 
am ount 
of vinegar 
added should not affect the taste of 
the bread. 
I t also is advisable to use hot vin­ 
egar for cleaning all utensils used in 
baking in order to elim inate them 
as a source of infection, according to 
P r; Triebold.

With timothy seed retailing foi

shortage in prospect by the time 
of spring seeding, a mow of late- 
cut timothy hay may be very prof- 
itable threshed for seeding purposes 
Late-cut timothy hay has a very 
poor feeding value and would not 
lose a great deal of its value by 
having the seed threshed out.

BACTERIA MAKE BREAD ROPY 


IN SUMMERTIME 


One of the rather common defects 


of bread that troubles the liome- 
naker in the summer is "ropiness". 
This defect is caused by bacteria 
which are able to survive the bak- 
ng temperature and develop rapid- 
y in the bread crumb one to three 
days after the bread is baked. 


This development is easily recog- 


nized by the dark sticky crumb pro- 
duced in the bread and also by its 
offensive odor. The name "rope" is 
derived from the • characteristic tiny 
ilk-like strands produced when one 
pulls the infected crumb apart, ex- 
plains Dr. H. O. Triebold of the de- 
jartment of agricultural and bio- 
ogical chemistry at the Pennsyl- 
vania State College. 


Fortunately, rope bacteria are 


larmless when eaten, so that in- 
ected bread may be eaten if the 
bacteria have not developed to the 
-iotnt where they affect the palata- 
'ility of the bread. It also is for- 
unate that this bread defect can 
e cured with little difficulty, says 
Doctor Triebold. 


Since rope bacteria do not grow 
mder acid conditions, an easy way 
o prevent their development in 
read is to add vinegar to the bread 


mix. The amount of vinegar neces- 
ary to eliminate the trouble de- 
ends upon the degree of infection 
». heavy infection may require as 
much as two teaspoonfuls of vinegar 
or each pound of floor used in the 
mix, Whiie for a light infection half

creek. They had an enclosed field, 
and the boys who did not have the 
price of admission looked on from 
the brickyard, which lay east of 
Crawford avenue. 


In this first World series, Detroit 


played against St. Louis, and the 
games were played in .Pittsburgh, 
Brooklyn, New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Baltimore, Washington, and 
Chicago, in addition to St. Louis* and 
Detroit. 
The series was ended by

They show that Great Britain and 


other foreign nations are rushing 
the construction of fast new ships 
while trying at the same time to 
check the growth of the American 
Merchant Marine by inducing this 
country to enter an international 
conference to discuss rationalization 
of tonnage and limitation of sub- 
sidies. 


While charging the United States 


with responsibility for the world's 
excessive mercantile tonnage, Great 
Britain during the past 12 years 
has constructed 1,070 new ocean-go- 
ing vessels as compared with 130 
built in this country. 


Furthermore, it built 988 new 


ocean-going vessels from 1922 to 
1928. 
during which period 
not 
a 


single keel-was laid for an American 
overseas foreign trade vessel. 


British Greedy 


The facts show that British ship- 


ping interests are opposed to grant- 


ing the United States a fair share 
of the international seaborne trade 
and are. striving 
to regain 
for 


Britain the supremacy that was 
hers before the World war. 


Brain now has 45 ocean-going 


vessels under construction while the 
United States has only two. Japan 
has 16, Norway 12, Soviet Russia 
12, France and the Netherlands 5 
each.

ping industry has reached a point 
where American ships now represent 
less than eight percent of the ves- 
sels engaged in international sea- 
borne trade and carry only 31 per

tries, American ships carry only 28 
percent; while British ships alone

This is the situation despite the 


fact congress has declared it to be 
the established policy of the United 
States to possess a merchant marine 
"sufficient to carry the greater por- 
tion of its commerce," and the navy 
department has estimated that to 
safeguard national defense needs, 
American ships should carry at least 
51 percent of American commerce.

Under a recent amendment to 


the National Retail Code, which was 
recently given the approval of the 
National Recovery Administration, 
combination or group sales are ban-

offerings or . sales of merchandise, 
the selling price of the group shall 
not be less than the sum of the 
minimum selling prices of the in- 
dividual items of the groups as de- 
termined In Article eight, Sections 
1 and 2, "is that the "One-Cent 
Sale," and the "Sscond-Pair-For- 
$1.00 
Sale," are things of the past,

Facts Disclosed 


International News Service is able 


to disclose some of the facts gath- 
ered by this committee, which may 
continue its studies until the first 
of the year. 


They show that Great Britain and 


other foreign nutions are rushing 
the construction of fast new ships 
while trying at the same time to 
check the growth of the American 
Merchant Marine by inducing this 
country to enter an international 
conference to discuss rationalization 
of tonnage and limitation of sub- 
sidies. 


While charging the United States 


with responsibility for the world's 
excessive mercantile tonnage, Great 
Britain during the past 12 years 
has constructed 1,070 new ocean-go- 
ing vessels as compared with 130 
built in this country. 


Furthermore, it built 988 new 


ocean-going vessels from 1922 to 
1928. during which period not 
a 


single keel-was laid for an American 
overseas foreign trade vessel. 


British Greedy 


The facts show that British ship- 


ping Interests are opposed to grant- 


ing the United States a fair share 
of the international seaborne trade 
and are striving 
to 
regain 
for 


Britain the supremacy that was 
hers before the World war. 


Brain now has 
45 ocean-going 


vessels under construction while the 
United States has only two. Japan 
has 16, Norway 12, Soviet Russia 
12, France and the Netherlands 5 
each. 


Development of the foreign ship- 


ping industry has reached a point 
where American ships now represent 
less than eight percent of the ves- 
sels engaged in international sea- 
borne trade and carry only 31 per 
cent of American goods shipped 
abroad. 


Carry 28 Percent 


In the passenger traffic between 


the United States and foreign coun- 
tries, American ships cat'ry only 28 
percent; while British ships alone 
carry 44 percent.

fact congress has declared it to be 
the established policy of the United 


j States to possess a merchant marine 
j "sufficient to carry the greater por- 


I tion of its commerce," and the navy 
i department has estimated that to 
i safeguard national defense needs, 


j American ships should carry at least

Under a recent amendment to 


the National Retail Code, which was 
recently given the approval of the 
National Recovery Administration, 
combination or group sales are ban- 
;ned. 
. ' 


The ruling, as interpreted by the 


National Code Authority, 
on ' the 


amendment to Article eight of the 
Retail Code, which reads, "In group 
offerings or . sales of merchandise, 
the selling price of the group shall 
not be less than the sum of the 
minimum selling prices of the in- 
dividual items of the groups as de- 
termined in Article eight, Sections 
1 and 2, "is that the "One-Cent 
Sale," and the "Second-Pair-For- 
$1.00 Sale," are things of the past, 
except when used for purposes of 
clearance. 


If a merchant advertises, "Buy 


one 25-cent article for 25 cents and 
we will sell you another for one 
cent," it is a violation. If he ad- 
vertises "Buy two 25-cent articles 
for 26 cents," it is not, as long as 
the combined cost of the two arti- 
cles,, plus ten per cent, does not 
exceed 2G cents.
